In Southeastern Missouri’s cot­ 
ton country the problem is differ­ 
ent. 
Employment experts there 
said Missouri planters will have 
to use “stoop labor’’ from Mexico 
for hand work in the cotton fields. 
But first the planters have to 
comply with international agree­ 
ments on housing, transportation 
and wages.
